Will It Pay? 
The commission of experts sent from Paris 
0 investigate the condition of the Panama 
Canal, and report concerning the feasibility 
and cost of completing it, have come to the 
conclusion that the canal is worth finishing, 
and that the time required to put it in work- 
ing order for traffic would be two years, pro- 
vided sufficient additional capital be sub- 
scribed. Their estimate of cost cannot be 
published until they have carefully gone over 
the course section by section. But in about 
six weeks the estimate will be ready, and 
there is reason for belief that, however large 
this may be, the deluded French people will 
tax themselves to the utmost to raise it. No 
one ever doubted but that the Panama Canal 
could be constructed if sufficient money — 
‘ome hundreds of millions more — could be 
raised; the only serious question has been 
whether the receipts of the undertaking would 
justify its completion. The interest on the 
*hormous investment would more than swal- 
low up the receipts, and become an annually 
growing debt, which could end only in bank- 
ruptey.

Sunday in Scotland.

THE TRIBUTE OF EVOLUTION TO 
MAN. 


REV. JOSEPH PULLMAN, D. D. 


HE battle of the theologians and philos- 
ophers still rages over evolution. 
Among scientists the strife has ended. We 
no more speak, say the scientists, of evolu- 
tionists now than we speak of gravitation- 
ists. And it is a fact that must profoundly 
impress the most stalwart anti-evolutionist 
'that this new doctrine of science is now ac- 
cepted by ninety-five per cent. of the work- 
ing scientists of Christendom and is taught in 
| all the great colleges of the world. 
| It is humiliating that we common people 
|are compelled to take our opinions on this 
subject at second-hand, just as we take our 
opinions concerning the Copernican astronomy 
or the molecular theory of chemistry. But 





When such a possibility opens before us, we | 
begin to feel like adopting Victor Hugo's | 
famous mot about Waterloo, and saying that | 
evolution is a change of front of the uni- 
verse. 


Hlowever, in any case this much may be | 


said, that the time has not yet come for us to 
recast any theological opinions in deference 
to evolution. The great hypothesis is not yet 
sufficiently well grounded, especially in its 
application to man. We can wait for some 
fragment of the missing links, for, as Prof. 
Dana said, “‘ If the links ever existed, their 
annihilation without a relic is so extremely 
improbable that it may be pronounced im- 
possible. Until some are found, Science can- 
not assert that they ever existed.” 

But while we are waiting for further light, 
we cannot help noticing the tribute which ev- 


olution pays to man. It is no small acknowl- | 


edgment of his greatness and unique place in 
the world to say that man is the culmination 
of Nature’s works and the goal of her infinite 
variations and progress. Science seems to 
delight in playing with man. She exalts and 
depresses him by turns. With one hand she 


other puts a crown upon his brow. Once man 
was the protégé of the universe, the final 
cause of the creation of God. He ruled the 


‘earth and had dominion over every living 


thing; and the earth was the centre of the 
cosmos. The heaven of heavens moved round 
our planet, doing homage to man. ‘The sun 
was created to give him light, the moon and 


|the stars were the pointers on the dial of the 


sky which was his time-piece. That was a 
setting worthy of the event we celebrate at 
the Christmas season. But a timid monk, 
from the couch whereon he died, sent out a 
little book that spoiled the splendor of our 
dreams. Our planet trembled before it as be- 
fore Ithuriel’s spear, and fled away till there 
was found no place for it. From the zenith, 
first and supreme, it fell, like Lucifer, seven 
days and seven nights. It is but an incident 
of an eternal law—a little satellite that 
swings round a little sun in a system that oc- 
cupies a corner in the visible universe. A 
grain of sand to a continent— such is the 
earth to the astronomic heavens. 


How ruthlessly Science has broken up our 
illusions! With one hand she has pushed back 
the boundaries of space and disclosed an infi- 
nite universe; with the other she has pushed 
back the boundaries of time and revealed an 
illimitable past. ‘Then, as the weaver gathers 
his ten thousand threads and colors, she gath- 
ers the totality of the universe into unity and 
order, and tells us that over all there presides 
Law, Energy — the Eternal Power. 


But Science breaks one shrine only to build 
for us another. That evolution which we are 
tempted to dread restores to Humanity her 
lost prestige, and puts a crown once more 
upon her brow. For does not evolution teach 
that all the energies of nature through the 
infinite past have been employed to produce 
man? Whether by a power resident within 
or by a Power without, self-conscious and 
personal, Science knows not; but this she 
declares, that through the vast, archaic ages 
Nature was the gestative mother of man, 
who, after long embryonic development, came 
to birth and independent life upon the planet. 

Before this ultimate product of the xons 
Science stands to-day with uncovered head. 
He lives; she cannot correlate life with inor- 
ganic matter. He thinks; she cannot corre- 
late thought with brain tissue. He creates a 
moral order, and prospers only ina moral 
atmosphere; she cannot correlate morality 
with physical law. Science is dumb before 
the mystery of life. She knows nothing of 
its origin, nothing of its destiny. She only 
knows that Nature comes to consciousness in 
| man — reaches her climax in man. She only 
| knows that man is her last and highest mani- 
festation —a being who has discovered her 
secrets and follows her majestic steps. Up, 
upward, step by step, Nature evolves, through 
the vast sweep of the ages, the thought of 
some Master, Ineffable and Eternal, till at 
last on the summit of all her works man 
| appears.

—— The Hebrew-Christian work in New York 
city, Rev. Jacob Freshman, pastor, is making satis- 
factory progress. About $2,500 more is needed 
towards the $5,000 required for completing the pay- 
ment of $20,000 on the building. 


—— Mr. Thomas Houston, the blind Scotch evan- 
gelist, has been received as a candidate for the minis- 
try by the Jersey City presbytery. He has been an 
evangelist ten years, and is now taking a full course 
of study at Union Theological Seminary. 


—— Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott was installed as pas- 
tor of Plymouth Church, Brooklyn, last week. Rev. 
R. R. Meredith offered the ordination and installation 
prayers, and addresses were made by Dr. Phillips 
Brooks, Dr. Alexander McKenzie, and Dr. A. H. 
Bradford. 


— Rev. D. 8S. Kinney, a distinguished minister of 
the Wesleyan Methodist Church, for many years the 
financial manager of the Wesleyan Publishing Asso- 
ciation and general agent of the American Missionary 
Society of the Wesleyan Connection, died at his resi- 
dence near Syracuse, N. Y., Jan. 7, at the age of 58. 


—— A Second Presbyterian Churchin Sitka, Alas- 
ka, with eleven members, has recently been organ- 
ized by Dr. Sheldon Jackson, Rev. John G. Brady, 
and Elder William A. Kelley. This organization is 
for white people. The First Church, which was or- 
ganized in 1884, now numbors nearly 300 native 
members. 


—— The men’s department of D. L. Moody’s new 
Evangelical Institute was opened Jan. 15, with ad- 
dresses by Mr. Moody and prominent clergymen. 
The Institute will aim to train missionaries to get at 
the unreached masses in city and country. Accom- 
modations have been provided for one hundred stu- 
dents. The building cost $125,000, the money being 
provided chiefly by well-known Chicago business 
men. 


——The new Y.M.C.A. building of the Jolins 
Hopkins University —the money for the erection of 
which was given by Eugene Levering — was dedicat- 
ed Jan. 16. John W. Foster, ex-United States Minis- 
ter to Spain, presided, and addresses were made by 
Prof. M. D. Learned, William E. Dodge, Russell 
Sturgis, and Prof. M. E. Gates.

In the week-night 
prayer-meeting all this should be reversed — 
the people rendering most of the service, 
while the pastor wisely guides and directs, 
and alertly receives. My prayer-meeting, 
therefore, is conducted largely in harmony 
with this thought. 

We begin our meeting the year round at 
7.30 and close at or near 9 p. M. I always lead 
this service in person,if present, and am scarce- 
ly ever absent except during the summer vaca- 
tion. Our attendance is usually very good. 
After receiving your request for this article I 
had it accurately counted on four successive 
evenings, with the following result: On the 
evening of Nov. 22 there were present 156; 
Nov. 29, 155; Dec. 6, 160; Dee. 13, 187; mak- 


ing the average for the four evenings about 
165. As our attendance frequently exceeds 


200, these figures perhaps would fail to indi- 
cate the average attendance for the year. In 
our singing we invariably use the Epworth 
Hymnal, and ordinarily have a piano accom- 
paniment during the opening part of the ser- 
vice; but after testimonies begin, any one is 
at liberty to start a verse at any time, hence 
the piano is not then used. My habit is to 
announce several hymns, and have several 


prayers during the first half hour of the | 


meeting — the hymns and prayers alternating 
in rapid succession. Sometimes this order 
continues throughout the hour and a half, 
with only afew words of summing up and 
application by the leader at the close. My 
thought for some years has been that we do 
not have enough praying at our prayer-meet- 
ings. 

If I held the New England Sunday night 
prayer-meeting throughout the year, I should 
then almost uniformly make the Friday even- 
ing meeting one of song and prayer. But as 
we have preaching on Sabbath evening, and 
our members do not all attend the class- 
meetings, I more frequently combine Chris- 
tian testimony with prayer at the week-night 
service. After the half-hour of song and 
prayer indicated above, I either read a short 
selection of Scripture and comment upon it, 
or give a short Bible reading on some topic 
previously announced; but I do not often an- 
nounce the topic in advance, as my desire is 
to have the entire service as spontaneous as 
possible, and my observation has been that 
announcing topics beforehand tends to put a 
restraint upon the freedom and momentum of 
the meeting. My reading and remarks occu- 
py about fifteen minutes of the time. The 
epportunity is then given for Christian testi- 
mony, and the effort is made to have as large 
a number as possible participate in this feat- 
ure of the Early in my ministry I 
learned that there was profound philosophy 
in the good deacon’s remark, who said, **] 
have noticed that we always have a good 
meeting when I take part.”

On one of the evenings quoted 
above, in connection with attendance we had 
eighty-four testimonies, on another fifty, and 
on still another sixty-five. During the testi- 
mony-hour I aim to have frequent and spirit- 
ed singing, and in the meanwhile the fullest 
liberty is allowed to any one who desires to 
offer prayer. I do not ordinarily pray, if at 
all, until toward the close of the meeting, 
and frequently not until the congregation are 
standing to receive the benediction. A few 
sentences of prayer offered then by the lead- 
er may crystallize and fasten the impressions 
of the hour as they could not be concreted 
and fixed in any other way. 

The purpose of this week-night meeting, in 
my mind, is to stimulate devotion and wor- 
ship, to cultivate and develop the Christian 
gifts and graces of the laity, to supply the 
pastor with a knowledge of the spiritual con- 
dition and needs of his people, and to arouse 
the unconverted toa sense of their need of 
salvation. With this broad scope and pur- 
pose of the service in mind, the invitation to 
the unconverted to indicate their desire for 
salvation is not always given.

(Claremont Church, New Hampshire Conference.) 

Our service is announced for half-past sev- 
en, and we begin then. ‘Time one hour. 
When there is an evident desire for a little 
more time, we run over the hour ten or fif- 
teen minutes. We use the organ, without in- 
terludes, and find it a great help; but any one 
is at liberty to ‘* start”? a hymn without the 
organ, or call for anything they want. Both 
are often done. We use the Epworth Hymnal 
and Gospel Hymns No. 5. We open witha 
hymn and follow that with prayer. 

I do not always offer the tirat prayer, and 
sometimes do not offer prayer at all 
during the service. I often read a few verses 
of Scripture, and emphasize the truths in 
them. I sometimes read passages bearing on

to lead the thought of the meeting, and at 
others let it leadme. I often jot down things 
said in prayer or testimony during the ser- 
vice, and “ review” the meeting. That is 
quite profitable now and then. <A few times 
in the course of a year I have taken twenty 
or thirty minutes for an address — not always 
premeditated. I try, not merely ‘* to keep 
out of ruts,” but not to have any made. 
They are bad in a road and worse in a prayer- 
meeting. ‘That same old prayer” gets 
monotonous and tedious. The party who of- 
fers it is * real good, but * — lacking in judg- 
ment. 

I do not always invite penitents to the al- 
tar at week-night services. ‘The unconverted 
do not come much. Many church members 
do not attend them. Some who profess to 
love God never attend devotional services 
week-nights or Sundays. They ‘‘ do not 
have time,” and ‘‘ get very tired during the 
week.” They do not say, ‘*‘ We have no love 
for that sort of meeting,’ but that is the rea- 
son. I hardly need to say that women are 
far more numerous than men in these ser- 
vices. The order is reversed in State prisons. 

I use the week-night service, largely, to 
‘* build up” believers who come to them. I

good meetings, but if more would come, they 
would be better. 
| It is not easy to measure ‘ success.” I 
have heard of good results from services that 
I thought dull.

j (Farmington Church, Maine Conference.) 

The average attendance at the week-night 
prayer-meeting in the country village, where 
One-third of the church membership are farm- 
,ers living from one to six miles away, does 
not exceed one-eighth of the membership of 
the church; in the large villages and the cit- 
ies, where many members are mechanics and 
business men, and the meeting is held on an 
evening when the stores are closed, the aver- 
age attendance is from one-sixth to one-quar- 
ter of the membership of the church; and of 
these from one-sixth to one-fourth are men, 
the others are women. 

My people understand that the meeting will 
hold from forty-five minutes to one hour and 
a quarter, but they also know that it will con- 
tinue longer if the end sought demands. 

Among the legion of song-books I prefer 
and use the Epworth Hymnal. At the open- 
ing of the meeting frequently several pieces 
are sung, and for these the instrument is used 
ita player is present. For the meeting prop- 
er the organ is too formal if there are singers 
enough to carry the hymn well. During the 
progress of the metting I start the singing, 
and usually but one stanza of the hymn is 
sung. 


Asa rule I offer the opening prayer: then 
three, sometimes six or more, voluntarily 
pray in suecession. After singing, others 
pray. [seldom call upon any one to pray, 


but say, ** Let us continue in prayer, let some 
one lead,” then kneel, and aiways I find some 
willing and ready to pray. A third and even 
a fourth ** season of prayer ” is sometimes es- 
sential to the profit of the meeting. I fre- 
quently find it necessary to call upon some to 
pray who otherwise, from timidity, would not 
commence publie prayer. 

I always open the meeting by reading some 
brief Scripture selection containing some 
thought I wish to emphasize, or by having the 
people repeat passages of Scripture. The lat- 
ter, I think, is preferable. 

Sometimes [ assign topics in advance for a 
conversation meeting. The announcement is 
made Sunday that we will converse about 
faith next Wednesday evening. At the meet- 
ing I read portions ‘of the Bible illustrating 

| faith, ask the people to quote Scripture pas- 
sages bearing upon the subject, and after a 
season of prayer have an informal talk on the 
subject. Occasionally I read a tract bearing 
upon some practical phase of Christian life in- 
/stead of speaking myself. Recently I read 
* The Stalwart Christian,’ by Rev. J. H. Hol- 
lingsworth; and once a year I read ‘* The 
Deacon's Week,”’ by Rose Terry Cooke. 

I seldom talk more than five minutes, usual- 
|ly less. I aim to share the meeting with the 
people. After I speak, a stanza of a hymn is 
sung if no one seems ready to speak; then 
with frequent singing the Christians fill the 
time with testimonies, expressions of desire 
and purpose, and confessions of weakness. I 
aim to secure all the former (testimonies), 
and as few of the latter as possible. At the 
| week-night prayer-meeting few unconverted, 

as a rule, are present. When they come I in- 
| vite them to commence the Christian life. 

The purpose of the prayer-meeting is, I 
think, *‘ to bring souls to Christ, and to build 
up souls in Christ.” Hence the success of 
a meeting is not in the numbers that come, is 
not in the noise or quiet of the meeting, is 
not in the number of the prayers or testimo- 

nies, is not in the harmony or discord of the 
singing; but is in the strengthening of faith, 
the removing of doubt, the easing of burdens, 
the broadening of knowledge, the increasing 
of zeal in believers, and in arousing sinners to 
decision in abandoning sin. 

The close of the successful prayer-meeting 
will find the attendants heartily shaking 
hands, warmly welcoming the stranger, ten-

My estimate of a successful prayer-meeting 
is: A meeting controlled by the Spirit of 
God; a place from which each goes with a 
desire to return at the next meeting; a meet- 
ing from which the Christian goes with 
clearer and more exalted views of his duty 
and privilege as a disciple of Christ, with 
burning zeal for God and a longing desire to 
win souls for Christ; a meeting in which the 
unconverted, if not brought to Christ, yet will 
be so convinced of their need of Him, and of 
His power and willingness to save, that they 
will go from the service with a desire and 
purpose to flee from the wrath to come and 
lay hold on eternal life. Such a meeting is, 
in my estimation, a grand success, and will do 
much, week by week, for the establishment of 
Christ’s kingdom in the earth.

“GRANDFATHER OF THE HOUSE.” 


REV. J. W. HAMILTON, D. D. 


N my morning paper I have just read that 
the ** Father of the House” died at 6.20 
o’clock last evening in Washington. ‘ High 
up the crowd” of statesmen stood this ‘ Fa- 
ther Kelley,” but there stood 
above him. He may have no more * upright 
stature in the soul,” but his connection with 
Congress began sixteen years before Judge 
Kelley appeared there; and if the latter was 
‘* Father of the House,’ he must be, as he 
himself has said, the *“*‘ Grandfather of the 
House.” His is

Such age there is, and who shall wish its end? ” 
I refer to the ‘blind preacher” eloquent, 
William Henry Milburn, Chaplain to the 
House of Representatives. It afforded me 
great pleasure to congratulate him on his fifth 
election to the chaplaincy, which was an elec- 
tion without precedent in the history of the 
country. His first election was more than 
forty-four years ago, and his official life began 
earlier than that of any other man now con- 
nected with the government, of whom I know. 
He was contemporary with the second gener- 
ation of American statesmen, and has seen 
three, if not four, generations of them pass 
off the stage. 

But something more than ‘‘his silver hairs 
will purchase us a good opinion” of him. I 
remember that Dr. John McClintock said of 
his lectures nearly forty years ago: Inthem 
one ‘‘ will find no ambiguities of phrase; no 
wandering or meaningless sentences; no par- 
agraphs put in to fill up; but lucid narrative, 
glowing descriptions, earnest thought, and 
genial feeling everywhere.”

The audience separated, and 
the preacher returned to his stateroom, to think upon 
what he had said. Conscious, after due reflection, 
that he had only done his duty, he determined at all 
hazards to maintain his position, even at the expense 
of being rudely assailed, if not lynched. While thus 
cogitating a rap was heard at his stateroom door, a 
gentleman entered and stated that he came with a 
message from the members of Congress — that they 
had listened to his remarks, and in consideration of 
his boldness and his eloquence, they desired him to 
accept a purse of money which they had made up 
among themselves, and also their best wishes for his 
success and happiness through life. 


‘*But this chivalrous feeling, so characteristic of 
Western men when they meet bold thought and action 
combined, carried these gentlemen to more positive 
acts of kindness. Becoming acquainted with Mr. 
Milburn, when they separated from him they offered 
the unexpected service of making him Chaplain to 
Congress —a promise which they not only fulfilled, 
but through long years that have passed away since 
that event, have cherished for the ‘blind preacher’ 
the warmest personal regard, and stand ever ready 
to support him by word and deed.”

Let the interested reader turn to %"% 32, 33, 34, and 
242, and consider them carefully. In the first three we 
are told what is “expected ’’ of those who would 
continue in the Methodist societies. Which one of 
these is it ‘‘ an impertinence ’’ to expect of those who 
would be worthy and consistent members of the 
Christian church? We confess to the dullness which 
is unable to see why all of them — with perhaps two 
exceptions — are not indispensable parts of a true 
Christian life. Question might be raisedas to the 
propriety of retaining in the Discipline those sections 
which relate to ‘‘the putting on of gold and costly 
apparel ’’ and to ‘* laying up treasures on earth,"’ in- 
asmuch as the first is quite generally disregarded, 
and the second quite generally misunderstood. Quite 
as good people as there are in the church, ministers 

| and laymen, do put on articles of gold for ornament 
and use, and wear as costly apparel as their taste and 
ability will allow. The views of most in reference to 
such matters, as in reference to many others, have in 
recent years undergone a great change, whether for 
better or worse we will not stop to discuss. The 
‘laying up treasure on earth’’ evidently cannot 
| mean the acquisition of wealth, but the indulgence of 
an avaricious, miserly and worldly spirit. But it 
does not say so, and is therefore somewhat ambig- 
uous. But as to all the others, we avow ourselves de- 
cidedly on the side of the Discipline when it affirms 
of them (see 4 35), “‘ All which we are taught of God 
to observe, even in His written Word, which is the 
only rule of our faith and practice; *’ ‘* And all these 
we know His Spirit writes on truly awakened hearts.” 
If there is any one of them which “ the written 
Word ”’ of God does not require, we would be glad 
to have it pointed out. And if so required, why 
should anybody count it ‘“‘ an impertinence,”’ or con- 
sider the “‘ rights ’’ of his “‘ individual conscience ”’ 
interfered with when told he is expected to observe and 
do these things ?

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RACE CON FLICT. : 


The race conflict in the South, of 
which we hear so much, has actually 
begun. Violence succeeds violence; 
blood touches blood. True, the law- 
jessness and use of brute force have 
been mostly on one side and by a 
single class of the white race; but it 
will only require time and a succession 
ef such outrages to provoke retalia- 
tion from those subjected to such ill- 
treatment. The negro is patient, slow 
to anger, endowed with great capacity 
for enduring neglect, insult, and the 
perpetration of wrong-doing; but 
there is an end to his endurance. 
The whites, who are urging on this 


conflict, are playing with the light-| 


ning. The revenge of oppressed 


races, when it comes, is fearful. The | 


danger can be warded off, not by the 
perpetration of fresh wrongs, but by 
the rod of justice. 

The proposal to colonize the blacks, 
«n the bill of Senator Butler of South 
Carolina, now before Congress, is the 
vainest of vain attempts. Would 
you empty the ocean with a tea- 
spoon? How long would it take to 
colonize 8,000,000 of American cit- 
izens? With your utmost efforts you 
could not send away the natural in- 
crease of this prolific people. In pro- 
posing the question, you are simply 
dealing with the impossible. Who- 
ever goes, the black man will be the 
last to leave the soil on which he was 
born. 

If worst comes to worst, and one 
class is obliged to be forced out of 
the South, it should certainly be the 
one which causes the trouble, and 
that certainly is not the black. If you 
will transport a half million of the 
fire-eaters, the trouble will have an 
end. The nation could afford to pur- 
chase the Sandwich Islands and pay 
their passage thither, and, if that be 
not enough, to give them the tradi- 
tional forty acres and amule. Butler 
himself, who has been a bloody man, 
ought to go along with the pioneer 
lot. In measures such as he is pro- 
posing he is simply storing up wrath 
against the day of wrath, rather than 
opening the way to a harmonious ad- 
justment of this difficult question. To 
do justice to all, to accord the humblest 
man his rights, is the only safe way 
out of the complication — is the short 
method of ending the race conflict. 

The attempt to put the negro who 
elaims all the rights of an American 
citizen under foot, is the sure way to 
put the white man out of the South. 
More than fifty years ago George Ban- 
eroft, the eminent historian, diagnosed 
the race trouble and gave it as his 
opinion that the only remedy there- 
for would be the occupation of the 
Gulf States by the black race. It was 
prophecy then, but the prophecy is in 
course of rapid fulfillment, and the 
result will be hastened by men who 
make the senseless and shameless pro- 
posal to transport citizens who have 
all the rights of those who make the 
proposal, beyond the bounds of the 
Republic. The proposal is simply 
fitile and base.

DEATH OF DOLLINGER. 


In the death of Dr. Déllinger, at 
Munich, Jan. 3, the Old Catholics have 
lost their original and ablest leader. 
The most eminent scholar of Catholic 
Germany, especially in theology and 
history, he was a man of great person- 
al worth who adhered to the liberal 
wing in the Catholic Church. ‘The foe 
of ultramontanism, he did much by his 
scholarship, the clearness of his 
thought and moral courage, to stay the 
reactionary movement under Pius IX; 
and when the deluge came in the coun- 
cil of 1869-70, he was foremost in op- 
position to the proclamation of papal 
infallibility. When many yielded to 
the pressure from the Roman Curia, 
Dollinger stood behind the forty Ger- 
man professors who hurled defiance in 
the teeth of Pope and council, and 
went home to organize the revolt into 
the Old Catholic Church, to which he 
firmly adhered to the last, refusing in 
the final moment the last sacraments 
of the papal church. Of the new or- 
ganization he belonged to the conserva- 
tive wing. If he advanced from the 
original ideal, which based the new 
church on the Bible and traditions as 
| interpreted by the first seven councils, 
he advanced more cautiously than many 
of his associates. The marriage of the 
clergy, accepted by most of them, he 
continued to disapprove. 

But though a bold leader of ecclesi- 
astical revolt, and a man of marked 
mental and moral excellences, D®6llin- 
ger was not a successful reformer. He 
did not probe the sore to the bottom.

He does not propose to lump 
things any longer, but to treat each 
case on its merits. Conservative in his 


mind and to give time for impressions 
and tentative speculation to assume 
form. The good purpose, with the 
face to the east, is to be accepted as of 
some positive value in the case. But 
we must quote a little from his admir- 
able putting. Dr. Storrs says: — 


* According to my conception of things, 
they are not to be met by any abrupt and 
sharp-edged challenge, to the effect that ‘ if 
you doubt you cannot go.’ 
that they ever have been thus met; certainly 
they must not be, so long as I have a voice in 
the matter. They must not be taken, either, 
in groups, or in any way classified, as coming 
from this seminary, or that, or the other. 

** Each case must be considered by itself, 
patiently, candidly, with a sincerely sympa- 
thetic endeavor to ascertain exactly the reach 
and the force of the admitted doubt; an ef- 
fort made largely in face-to-face conference, 
in addition, at least, to those interchanged 
writings which may be needed, but in which, 
especially on the part of the young, the ex 
pression of thought is apt to be less free and 
familiar, more conventional and more theo- 
retic. In such conversation great pains 
should be taken to disengage feeling from 
conviction, a sympathetic desire from a dog- 
matic bias, the effect of a diffused epidemical 
sentiment from a personal tendency; and the 
line should be sharply drawn between a 
thought lying loosely in the mind, and a 
theory which is entertained as a necessary 
part of a speculative scheme; between a state 
of mind still in flux on the subject, and one 
consciously set toward predetermined conclu- 
sions. 

‘* Above all, it should be found whether 
one is heartily ready to leave the whole mat- 
ter in the hands of God, as one on which He 
has not spoken; or is practically convinced 
that He must do in one way, and not other- 
wise, to vindicate His justice. I said two 
years ago that the shadings of thought, at 
this point, would probably be delicate and 
intricate in some minds. I have never seen 
reason to modify the forecast. But the es- 
sential moral element in the mind of a candi- 
date can be reached; and it must be some- 
body’s business to do it. To get now and 
then a good missionary, whom we otherwise 
should have missed, is worth many times 
more than all the trouble.”’

We are glad to note that the conscientious 
and heroic course of Gov. Goodell of New 
Hampshire is receiving substantial approval 
outside of his own State. The Essex County 
prohibitionists, at a public meeting in Salem, 


| unanimously adopted the following resolu- 


tion : — 

‘‘The Essex County Prohibition Club, 
having learned with pleasure of the recent 
action of Gov. Goodell of New Hampshire 
toward the extermination of the liquor traffic 
in the Granite State, in accordance with the 
laws of that State, hereby put upon record 
this expression of our gratitude for the step 
thus taken. We congratulate the citizens of 
New Hampshire upon the presence in the ex- 
ccutive chair of one whose principles and 
stamina are such as promise great and speedy 
relief from the manifest and manifold evils of 
the drink traffic, and we sincerely hope and 
pray that the movement thus inaugurated 
will receive the indorsement of all right- 
minded citizens of the State to the end that 
the traffic may be s ily annihilated, and 
that the zeal of New Hampshire may provoke 
other States to take similar action, until all 
our land shall be relieved of the curse which 
the traffic always and everywhere entails.” 


The scientists have a curious case of pla- 
giarism. Prof. Cope charges Major Powell, 
director of the United States Geological Sur- 
| vey, and Prof. Marsh, of Yale, the paleontol- 
|ogist of the Survey and president of the 
| National Academy of Sciences, with taking 
to themselves the honor of discoveries made 
| by their subordinates. The charge is an 
| ugly one, and would have more force with 
|the public if delivered with less heat and 
|evidences of personal pique. At the same 
|time, Cope is not alone in making it. A 
| Princeton professor and Prof. Williston of 
| Yale second him; and even the pacificatory 
words of Prof. Winchell of Michigan imply 
| as much. Winchell concedes that Major 
Powell is not much of a paleontologist or

Was not to be confined to a particular race or 
age, but to go forth to all lands and endure to 
the end of time. 

Ever since the fall, God had been preparing 
this salvation. The ‘whole previous history of 
the world, with the training of the Jews, the 
education of the nations, the experiments men 
made for themselves in religion, was a pre- 
paring of this salvation. But it was especially 


prepared in what we have studied so far in 
the life of Jesus (Peloubet). 


A light to lighten (R. V.

2. SIMEON. 


Legend has been busy with the name of 
Simeon. In the Arabic “ Gospel of the In- 
fancy” he recognizes Jesus because he sees 
Him shining like a pillar of light in his | 
mother’s arms. Nicephorus tells us that, in 
reading the Scriptures, he had stumbled at | 
the verse, ‘* Behold, a virgin shall conceive, 
and bear a son ’’ (Isa.7: 14), and had then 
received the intimation that he should not die | 
till he had seen it fulfilled.

the November elections in Iowa. From 
saloon and brothel all the hellish hosts 
of intemperance shouted themselves 
hoarse over the supposed defeat of pro- 
hibition in the Hawkeye State. The 
election returns were not in before 
exiled saloon-keepers and haters of 
prohibition began to look out suitable 
locations for their destroyed and ruined 
traffic. But the devil is always too 
'fast. His greed and hate always over- 
leap themselves and expose his plans | 
to disastrous failure. Sonow. Fora 
few days the people seemed dazed by 
the unexpected and apparently disas- 
trous results of a too secure trust in 
existing conditions of things. But 
when the sleeping giant, rubbing his 
eyes, began to see the danger to the 
home, when the exultant shouts of the 
enemies of temperance were borne to 
his ears, then, indeed, like a giant the 
people awoke and bestirred themselves. 
The pulpit began to thunder. The 
platform spoke in no uncertain sound. 
The press was largely loyal to the home 
and law, though some began to sound a 
retreat for political reasons. Soon be- 
gan to pour in from all parts of the 
State the resolutions which, in mass 
meetings held in every town and ham- 
let, had been passed, demanding no 
backward step. Petitions to the legis- 
lature, now in session, were circulated 
in all localities, pleading for no change 
or modification in the present prohib- 
itory law. Associations and gatherings 
of every trade and guild passed resolu- 
tions of the same tenor. The people 
awoke. 

The sentiment and enthusiasm crys- 
tallized in the 


State Prohibition Convention 


which held in Des Moines 
Thursday, Jan. 9, 1890. It was a mag- 
nificent gathering of the most influen- 
tial men and women of lowa. The 
enthusiasm was as great as the crowd 
which filled the house and galleries and 
hung on the stair railings of the great 
Opera House. The press said it resem- 
bled a Methodist Conference, so con- 
spicuous were the preachers and so 
hearty the ‘‘amens.” Gov. Larabee, 
Senator Hutchinson (who just missed 
election as governor on the Republican 
ticket), ex-Senator Clark (the author of 
our most effective prohibitory law), 
Mrs. J. Ellen Foster, Chaplain Lozier, 
Dr. Magoun, nearly all the senators 
and members of the legislature just 
assembling, were there, as well as the 
representative men from nearly every 
county in the State. There must have

been nearly one thousand accredited 
delegates, representing, as the com- 


mittee on credentials reported, 279 
churches, 106 temperance societies and 
11 colleges, besides the State Alliances 
and W.C. T. U. 

Dr. Emory Miller, one of the best- 
known and ablest Methodist clergymen 
of the State, was elected temporary 
chairman. On taking his seat he made 
one of the most pungent and thought- 
ful addresses of his life, exciting the 
greatest enthusiasm and applause. He 
tried to stop twice, but was forced by 
the audience to continue his ponderous 
and effective arguments. 

On reassembling in the afternoon, 
Judge S. M. Weaver was elected per- 
manent chairman. He is the man who, 
at the risk of his life, suffering with a 
broken limb, was carried to the Capitol | 
on a stretcher some years ago, and cast | 
the one vote necessary in the House to} 
save our prohibitory law.
